Claims 1-6 are pending in the application. 

-The objection to the specification has been withdrawn due to applicant 
correcting the grammar error of the word "direct". 

-The objection to claim 5 has been withdrawn due to applicant changing the term 
"means" in line 2 to "mechanism". 

-The 1 12 2 nd rejection of claims 1-6 has been withdrawn due to applicant deleting 
the phrase "such as" in claim 1 . 

-The 102(e) and 103(a) rejections of claims 1 and 4-6 has been withdrawn due to 
applicant submitting an English translation of the priority document to perfect the 
requirement of 35 USC 1 1 9 (a-d) conditions wherein the applied references in the 
rejection have an later filing date than the present application.
